The claims were previously rejected 
as particularly problematic under 35 USC 112. While the change would simplify the claims, it would 
require reexamination to determine the extent of any 112 problems remaining, as well as requiring 
reexamination of the broader claims, with fewer limitations, as to prior art. The proposed 
amendment raises these new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.
